O'NEIL OWNS UP. 


A Thief Whe Carries a Bible and 


Burglarises Because He Doa’t Feel 
Well, 


Constable Avery arrived from Vir- 
ginia this morniog, bringing with him 
James O' Neil, who was detected in 
Virginia City while disposing of silver- 
ware stolen recently from A. J. Clark's 
house in Reno. Justice Hires first 
spotted the fellow, who went into a 
restaurant where the judicial bread- 
basket was in process of filling with fat 
capon, and tried to sell some spoons. 
The articles stolen from Clark were 
recovered by Avery,and brought back 
with the prisoner. When the Chief of 
Police was searching the fellow, he 
pulled out a prayer book, and, show- 
ing it to the officer, said, in a voice 
unctuous with the axle-grease of sanc- 
tity : “Good people, do you think that 
a man who carries such a book as that 
next his heart would steal“ No 
doubt be had gobbled the book itself, 
The man is supposed tu be an old Cal- 
ifornia convict. When arrested a piece 
of candle, carefully rolled io paper, 
with matches, eto., were found on him. 
An old member of the Comstock force 
recognized the gentleman at sight, and 
says that the man was seat from Napa 
or Marysville. He had with him a 
bottle of barnishing fluid with which 
he brightens up old ware, and says he 
started out from Sacramento, making 
a business of burnishiog old ware. 
then trading it as new ware for old, 
which he in turn burnished, and traded 
off as new ware, he having a few arti- 
cles with which to start io business. 
He says he went from Sacramento to 
Grass Valley, then came over the 
mountains, landing at Reno. He had 
hidden the stolen silver ware in Vir- 
ginia, and pretended not to be able to 
find the place, but Constable Avery 
found the articles where O'Neil had 
pawned them for small sums. At the 
same place where he had hidden these 
articles a sack was found containing 
$150 in counterfeit money. O'Neil 
denies any knowledge of counterfeit 
money, but Chief Bradley believes it 
belongs to the silver ware mer- 
chant. O'Neil knows that his 
little game is blocked for a time at 
least, but evidently is afraid of the 
counterfeit charge. In conversation 
with Avery, O'Neil said: 

“Where were those people that they 
stayed out so late? Why, it must 
have been 11 o'clock when I went in 
there. I had about $40 when I came 
to Reno, but I got to gambling and 
got drunk and lost it. I then went 
up the track and laid dowu on a box 
and went to sleep. I woke up sober 
and knew I was broke then, I felt 
rather mean anyhow, aod I started 
right straight for Clark’s house.” 
O'Neil says that he had a “pointer” 
on the house and ptom ises to tell who 
gave him the information. When the 
officer told O'Neil to hold up his 
hands he put them up in exact shape 
for handouffing, stiowing that he had 
been there before. If he is not an 
old hand at the business he shows the 
% mptoms in @ most remarkable de- 
gree. A charge of burglary has beep 
entered against Mr. O., and be will be 
examined to morrow morning.

“Colonel Larkin Ric n, an ac-

was recently published in the GazeTTs 
says that the Bodie Free Press man 
2 koow what be is talking about,” 

and the Bodie Bree Press ntan has this 
to say in order to show that he does : 
“The Colonel should keep inside of 
his envelop, for there is just such a 
cage as he claims to have invented 
now in use in the Tioga mine in Bodie, 
and said cage was invented about two 
years ago by Charles H. Golding, Su- 
perintendent of said mine,and Richard 
Rundle, carpenter, ho hold letters of 
patent on the invention; and as to the 
mechanical skill of Bodie, and the 
ability or inability of our mechanics 
to make one of the Colonel's cages 
‘even if they have the model to work 
by,’ we have here several nf the foest 
machine shops and most skilled me- 
chanics on the coast—men who can 
make anything, from a steam paddy to 
a first-class wies watch. The inven- 
tion of Messrs. Golding and Rundle 
was a result of study based on the dis- 
asterin the Tioga shaft, combined 
with mechanical skill and 8 praevical 
knowledge of the accidents incident to 
operation of ofdigary safety cages. In 
the ordinary safety cage, if the cable 
breaks the teeth of the safety appara- 
tus spring into the guides of the shaft 
and stop the cage; but in the Tioga 
disaster the weight of the cage kept 
the cable caught avd prevented the 
safeties from working, the cable reel 
being unclutched from the engine when 
the cage started down, aud thus six 
men were hurled iuto éternity, and 
three others were badly injured. Soon 
after the Guldiog-Rundle cage was in- 
vented, and a mode! of it found its 
way to Reno. Here is a deseription 
of the cage, as given in the Free Press, 
November 10th, 1879: ‘A horizontal 
arm is attached to each of the main 
bars to which the safety is rigged. 
From the outer end of each of these 
arms, perpendicular arms run down to 
noar the bottom of the cage, where 
they are attached to a lever, which in 
turn is firmly fastencd to the side of 
the cage. Pulling down the lever sets 
the safeties into the guides, without 
regard to the cable, and thas places 
the men oo the cage io control of their 
own lives, instead of leaving the mat- 
ter to the engineer.’ ”

aby other writing or printing on the 
address side are declared aomailable 
and must be returned to the sender by 
the Postmaster at the office where they 
may be mailed. Such cards may be 
treated as ‘spoiled,’ and+redeemed by 
any Postmaster opon application of 
the holder, as prescribed in Section 
171, Postal Laws and Regulations, 
1879. Future supplies of postal cards 
will be printed on the address side 
with the words, Nothing but the ad. 
dress dun be placed on this aide.’ ”

Constitutional Amendments. 

The following amendments to the 
Constitution of the State of Nevada 
having passed at two consecutive ses- 
ions of the Legislature, submitted to 
the people and by them ratified, have 
therefore become a part of said Con- 
stitution; to wit: 

Article XI., Section X. to read as 
follows. 

Section X. No public funds of any 
kind or character whatever, State 
county or municipal, shall be used for 
sectariag purposes. 

Article IL, Section I. The word 
‘‘white” was eliminated therefrom. 
New Article added. 

Article XVIII. The rights of suff- 
rage and office-holding shall not be 
withhald from any male citizen of the 
United States by reason of his color or 
previous condition of servitude. 

I hereby certify that the above 
amendments to the Constitution of 
this State have been duly acted upon 
and are now a part thereof.
